eeſſarie for the ſaid Aſſemblie: We have thought fic to delay the Meeting 
thereof for ſome time, and that the Members may not be put to unnceſſatie 
trouble, We with Advice of theLorcs of Our Privy Council, do hereby 
Adjourn the preſent Current General Aſſemblie of this Church, ſrom the (1d 
Twentieth Day of November inſtant, to the Seventeenth Day of December next 
Enſuing; Appointing the ſame to meet at Edinburgh on that Day, and 
Requiring all the Members thereof to attend the Meeting accordinglie. OUR 
WILL IS HEREFORE, and WeCharge you arialy,” and Com- 
mand, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs 
of Edinburgh, and whole other Mercat Croſſes ofthe Head-Burghs of the 
ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom; And there in Uur Name _ Anthori- 
tie make Publication hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance; And Or- 
dains theſe Preſents to be Printed.
